Receipt is acknowledged of amendment / response filed on January, 2009 and that has 
been entered. 

Applicant's response and amendments have been fully considered and found persuasive 
with respect to the rejection of claims 1-9 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph and the rejection 
is hereby withdrawn.
